Following is abstract of address made by Vice 
President A. T, Mercier to nearly 10,000 em- 
ployes and members of their families gathered in 
the Athletic Field on Treasure Island May 14 for 
the opening events of the S. P. Day program? 


I TAKE ereat pride in this tremen- 
dous gathering of Southern Pacific 
people here today. Never at any time 
in the entire history of the Company 
has there been a meeting of members 
of the Southern Pacific family in such 
numbers as are now congregated here. 
I doubt if there has ever been any 
gathering of officers and employes of 
any business or industrial company in 
the West that has equaled this in size. 
This impressive conclave is evidence 
of the importance of our organization 
in the West and in the nation. 

This family gathering didn’t just 
happen. It was planned thoughtfully 
and carefully, and I take this oppor- 
tunity to express appreciation and 
thanks to the members of the Southern 
Pacific Club Committee and the Divi- 
sion Chairmen who organized and car- 
tied out so well the details of this birth- 
day celebration. 

Congratulations and thanks also to 
our galaxy of queens. Although we 
don’t usually count the cost of hospi- 
tality, we do know that money is neces- 
sary to provide entertainment, and we 
all appreciate the part the Queen con- 
tests played in helping to fill the Club’s 
hospitality chest. Our thanks, there- 
fore, not only te the elected Queens 
but to those fine young women who did 
not win crowns but whose good sports- 
manship made the contest keen, clean, 
and successful. 
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When we speak to the public about 
the Southern Pacifie Company we are 
apt to talk about the purely physical 
aspects of its growth and greatness. We 
like to tell, for example, of the giant 
Diesel locomotive of the streamliner 
City of San Francisco, equal to the 
strongth of 5400 horses, and compare 
it with the tiny wood-burning loco- 
motive C. P. Huntinglon, and its 250 
horsepower of 70 years ago. We fike to 
pieture our Daylight, the famous, color- 
ful streamliner that flashes daily down 
California’s picturesque coast. We like 
to boast of the hundreds of air-condi- 
tioned cars in service on our Lines; of 
our fast merchandise freight trains that 
run on passenger train schedules; of our 
vast facilities for handling perishables, 
and lumber, and ali the rest of the 
nation’s commerce. We are prone to 
talk about our vast shops and termi- 
nals. We are proud of our 16,000 miles 
of track from Portland, Oregon, to 
Guadalajara, Mexico; from San Fran- 
cisco to Ogden, and from Los Angeles 
to New Orleans. We like to talk of 
millions upon millions of dollars in 
payrolls, purchases, and taxes—and all 
the other material evidences of our im- 
portance and usefulness as a trans- 
portation company to the country and 
communities we serve. 

But when we gather together like 
this in a family group we should relax 
and enjoy among ourselves the know!- 
edge that the Company isn’t just a lot 
of trains and tracks, shops, and rules 
and regulations, but a selected group 
of men and women whose devotion 
gives life and yalue to all the material 
things that make up the organization 
whose 70th birthday party this is. 

Since the early days of the railroad, 
employe loyalty has been one of its 
most valued assets. This was strik- 
ingly demonstrated last year in the 
rehabilitation of the line following the 
unprecedented storms in Southern Cali- 
fornia. It is annually manifested by 
the men and women in the mountainous 


territory of the Sierra, the Cascades, 
and the Siskiyous, in keeping the line 
open, looking after the comforts of our 
patrons, and getting the freight, ex- 
press, and mail through during the 
winter, During these emergency periods 
there is an individual and collective 
devotion which is outstanding. 


This anniversary party gives me an 
opportunity, speaking for the Presi- 
dent, in his absence which is unavoid- 
able and which he most sincerely re- 
grets, and speaking for our other offi- 
cers, to express appreciation for the 
fine team work and devotion to duty 
which has made it possible for us to 
celebrate this anniversary as a family 
more united and more devoted to a 
common cause than at any time in the 
three-score years and ten of the Com- 
pany’s existence. 

Some think of this as a world of cold- 
blooded business; but it is, neverthe- 
Jess, 8 world steeped in sentiment and 
the biggest thing in this world today is 
friendliness. We have tried, particu- 
larly in recent years, to let the world 
know Southern Pacific is a friendly rail- 
voad~—“Your Friendly Railroad’—as 
the slogan on our pencils and stationery 
reads. Words don’t mean much unless 
backed up by deeds and I want to tell 
you this: It was because of your friend- 
liness to our customers in our ticket 
offices, in our stations or yards, on our 
trains, in their offices or warehouses, 
wherever you met them on Company 
business, that gave us the idea and the 
incentive to proclaim Southern Pacific 
as “Your Friendly Railroad.”

Increased cost of materials, supplies, 
wages and taxes have drawn heavily 
on the carriers, so that the most in- 
tensive solicitation for business, the 
strictest economy in maintenance and 
operation has been necessary the past 
several years to meet obligations and

faster service. ‘These ‘conditions have 
prevented our railroad from pursuing 
an aggressive policy of continued im- 
provement in our facilities and prop- 
erty, have compelled us to defer much 
needed work that it would otherwise 
have undertaken.

ib the death of Joseph M. Graham at 
Palo Alto May 15, one week short of 
his 97th birthday, Southern Pacific lost 
its last. personal 
link with those 
pioneer engi- 
neers who dur- 
ing the 60’s sur- 
veyed the route 
and built therail- 
road that is now 
the Overland 
Route over the 
Sierra and across 
Nevada into 
Utah. 

Mr. Graham 
was the sole sur- 
vivor of old Cen- 
tral Pacifie’s 
corps of con- 
struction engineers, and for many years 
had been sought out by rail officials and 
writers for information that only he 
could give about the building of the 
first transcontinental railroad. 

After service in the Civil Wer, Mr. 
Graham and his bride came to Cali- 
fornia in 1867 and immediately joined 
the railroad forees then building east 
from Cisco, _ From then on he was out 
in front with his surveying and grading 
crews until the road was completed in

May, 1869. Railroad business in Sacra~ 
mento, unfortunately, prevented him 
from witnessing the driving of the Last 
Spike at’ Promontory. -He was. the 
“daddy” -of several towns, notably 
Reno, where on April 1, 1868, he drove 
the..first stake and plotted streets for 


“the now world famous “biggest -little 


city.” S 

Later Mr. Graham became resident 
engineer and was in charge of mainte- 
nance on the line from Sacramento to 
Winnemucea. By 1879 this super- 
vision extended for nearly 1000 miles 
between Winnemucea, Redding and 
Benicia. In 1881 he left the railroad to 
become associated with other engineer- 
ing enterprises throughout the West 
and retired from active work in 1917. 
After that time he lived quietly with 
his two daughters, Virginia and Louise, 
at their home in Berkeley until they 
moved to Palo Alto about two years 
ago. Gifted with a remarkable mind 
that remained keen to the very end, the 
pioneer engineer lived a long life of 
creative usefulness that few men are 
permitted to enjoy. 

Chief Engineer W. H. Kirkbride and 
other members of Southern Pacific en- 
gineering staff attended the funeral ser- 
vices in Palo Alto. 


Dr. Patrick J. Mangan, popularly 
known at the General Office where he 
has been an examining and attending 
physician since February 1920, died 
in San Francisco May 31. Bor in 
Scotland in 1865, ho entered 8, P. ser- 
vice as district physician and surgeon 
at Winnemucea, Nev., in July 1910. 
He is survived by his widow; daughter, 
Helen; son, John, and three grand- 
children.

They stressed the urgent importance 
of all S. P. people working together to 
obtain 2 greater volume of business and 
in maintaining a high standard of 
efficient, friendly service. This factor 
was also demonstrated by the slide- 
film “Friendliness, Too.” 

Proper use of the telephone in the 
courteous conduct of business was ef- 
fectively told by A. G. Schermerhorn, 
of the Pacific Tel. & Tel. Co. “What 
you say over the telephone is im- 
portant, but how you say i is vital,” 
was one of his pertinent comments. 

H. RR. Williams, Oakland terminal 
freight agent; Ed. Bryan, agent, Mar- 
tinez; and J. G. Coburn, manager, 
Central District, Pacific Motor Truck- 
ing Co., offered numerous practical sug- 
gestions. 

“New friends can be made and old 
relationships strengthened if agents and 
their employes will make it a practice 
to learn something of the business re- 
quirements and problems of shipper 
customers, then do the utmost to an- 
ticipate and meet those individual re- 
quirements,” urged Mr, Williams. 

Mr. Bryan was of the opinion that 
participation in community activities, 
membership in local clubs and fraternal

organizations, provided opportunity for 
the local agent and other railroaders to 
become more intimately acquainted 
with businessmen and learn of their 
transportation requirements. Pay just 
claims promptly, he urged, and in 
every way avoid offending 2 customer. 
“It is necessary that the agent have the 
goodwill and cooperation of his station 
forces in order to give the public the 
best possible service,” he said. “To 
obtain this goodwill the agent must be 
helpful in assisting empleyes with their 
work during rush periods so that eus- 
tomers can be taken care of in the most 
cordial manner.” 

“New business will automatically 
come to the company that keeps its 
old customers satisfied,” said Mr. Co- 
burn in stressing the point that close 
attention be given constantly to our 
steady customers and that their satis- 
faction will in turn attract new busi- 
ness, In order that shippers be given 
best. possible service, he asked that 
railroad employes remember that SP 
and PMT are all one family, and that 
local draymen and PMT truckmen be 
given the same cooperation accorded 
any other department of the railroad. 

There were so many favorable com- 
ments following the meeting that Sup't. 
Gaylord is considering holding similar 
ones at least every six months.

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BENEFITS: Railroad Pays all Funds 


Under the Unemployment Act Effective July 1 


NEMPLOYMENT benefits pay- 
able to railroad employes who are 
Jaid off or who lose their jobs through 
no fault of their own and are unable to 
obtain other employment, will be paid 
by the Federal Government instead of 
the several states on and after July 1. 
This change is brought about by the 
Railroad Unemployment Insurance Act, 
which was approved by the President 
on June 25, 1938. The Federal Act 
will be administered by the Railroad 
Retirement Board. 

Provisions of the Federal Act differ 
in many respects from provisions of the 
state acts, No effort is made in this 
article, however, to enumerate these 
differences, or to explain the entire Act, 
since the principal concern of the em- 
ploye is in the contributions to be made 
to the unemployment fund, the amount 
of unemployment benefits he may be- 
come eligible to receive, and the condi- 
tions which qualify him to receive such 
benefits. 

All the funds required for the pay- 
ment of unemployment benefits under 
the Federal Act will be contributed by 
the railroads at the rate of 3% of em- 
ployes’ compensation up to $300 per 
month. Employes will be relieved of 
the contributions now being deducted 
from their pay under the unemploy- 
ment acts of some of the states. 

The benefits payable to a qualified 
employe for cach day of unemployment 
in oxeess of seven during any half month 
which begins after June 30, 1939, are 
governed by the amount of his total pay 
during his base year, as shown in the 
following table: 


Total Compensation 
during Base Year 
$150 to $199.99 
200 to 474,99 
475 to | 749.99 
750 to 1,024.99 
1,025 to 1,299.99 
3,300 and over 


The maximum number of days for 
which unemployment benefits are pay- 
able to an employe is eight days within 
any fifteen-day period and eighty days 
within a benefit year; that is, an em- 
ploye may receive in any fifteen-day 
period eight times his daily benefit rate, 
and in his benefit year, eighty times his 
daily rate. 

An employe will be eligible for un- 
employment benefits if— 

(a) He has earned at least $150 
during his base ycar- from 
employers subject to the Act; 

(b) He has served, within the past 
six months, a waiting period 
of 15 consecutive. days in 
which there were at least 8 
days of unemployment; 

{c) He is not subject to any of the 
disqualifying conditions im- 
posed by the Act. 

When an employe who is qualified 


Amount of

under items (a) and (ce) is Jaid off, he 
will register with a claims agent and be- 
gin serving his waiting period of 15 
days. If within that period there are at 
least 8 days of unemployment, he will 
then be eligible for benefits in subse- 
quent periods of 15 consecutive days 
in which there are at least 8 days of un- 
employment, provided such period oc- 
curs within six months. Example: An 
employe is laid off and registers for his 
waiting period July 1, 1939, and is un- 
employed at least 8 days during the 
next 15 days. He is eligible for benefits 
July 16th. Being still unemployed, he 
registers July 16th for benefits, and if 
within the next 15 days there are 8 days 
or more of unemployment, he will re- 
ceive benefits for 8 days.” 

A day of unemployment with respect 
to a qualified employe means a calendar 
day on which he is able to work, physi- 
cally and mentally capable of working; 
available for work, ready and willing to 
accept suitable work; totally unem- 
ployed, not doing any work for pay; 
and as to which he has registered at an 
employment office designated by the 
Retirement Board. 


What Is “Benefit Year?” 

An employe’s “benefit year” is the 
twelve-month period beginning with 
the first day on which benefits are first 
payable to him. Example: An em- 
ploye is laid off and registers July 1, 
4939, and serves a waiting period of 15 
days. Benefits are first payable to him 
July 16, which is the beginning date of 
his benefit year. 

An employe’s “base year” is the year

for which his total pay is used in deter- 
mining his qualifications for, and to 
govern the amount of, the daily bene- 
fits payable to him for unemployment; 
and if an employe becomes cligible for 
benefits on or after July Ist of any 
calendar year, his base year will be the 
last completed calendar year before the 
beginning of his benefit year; or if he 
becomes eligible for benefits before July 
lst of any ealendar year, his base year 
will be the next to the last completed 
calendar year before the beginning of 
his benefit year. For example, if an 
employe becomes eligible for benefits 
between July ist and Deeember 81st, 
1939, his base year will be the calendar 
year 1938.. If-he becomes eligible for 
benefits between January 1st and June 
30th, 1940, his base year will also be the 
calendar year 1938. 

Conditions in the Act which disqual- 
ify an unemployed person for benefits, 
the penalties for making false or fraudu- 
lent. statements or claims for the pur- 
pose of causing benefits to be paid, and 
other details not within the scope of this 
article, are contained in a notice which 
will be given to employes or explained 
to them by claims agents before they 
may register as unemployed. 

The Retirement Board is arranging 
to have notices posted at convenient 
places along the line informing em- 
ployes of their rights under the Act and 
how to go about obtaining them. 

Southern Pacifie will cooperate with 
the Retirement Board in the adminis- 
tration of the Act, and to that end has 
appointed foremen and others in direct 
charge of groups of employes to serve 
the Board as claims agents. They will 
register cmployes for their waiting 
periods, ‘assist in preparing applica- 
tions for benefits and forward them to 
regional office of the Board for payment.

Plea of Pres. McDonald at Los Angeles Banquet 


Following is, in part, the address made by 
President A. D, McDonald at the Railroad Prest- 
dents Dinner May 3 in Los Angeles, celebrating 
completion of the new Union Passenger Terminal 
in that ctty. Pacific Lines employes will be par- 
tieularly interested in his remarks regarding tm- 
portance of the railroads to community develop- 
ment, for his reference to the Los Angeles area has 
similar application ta all districts through which 
Southern Pacific operates, 


HAVIE been asked to speak to you 
© this evening on the subject, “What. 
the Railroads Mean to Los Angeles.” 
First, may I say that we of the railroads 
appreciate the very fine things that have 
been said by the people and the press of 
Log Angeles about the valuc of the rail- 
roads to this great community. We are 
grateful for this recognition and we 
shall try to live up to your estimate of 
our usefulness. 

Being a California Scotchman, I can- 
not resist discussing the dollars-and- 
cents value of the railroads to Los An- 
geles und to California. We railroad 
people live and are guided by figures and 
statistics, and because mere generalities 
may mean little, I fecl 1 might with 
propriety mention a few figures. 

The {otal annual payrolls of your 
railroads are more than $27,000,000 in 
Les Angeles County alone; and more 
than $100,000,000 for all California. 
The employes who earn this money— 
substantial citizens who contribute 
much in other ways to the well-being 
of the Los Angeles area—spend vir- 
tually all of their wages where they 
work, and I need not say that these 
tremendous payroll expenditures, go- 
ing to the purchase of all kinds of goods 
from automobiles to chewing gum, and 
for all sorts of professional services from 
denial attention to saxophone lessons, 
and going solidiy into purchases of 
homes and other investments, greatly 
contribute to property vahies and 
greatly stimulate business and em- 
ployment in Los Angeles and in Cali- 
fornia, 


Railroads as Customers 


Besides this, the railroads pour out. 
many millions of dollars each year to 
swell the channels of trade of Los Ange- 
les and California through their out- 
lays for materials and supplies—for 
everything from steel and cement and 
vil to sugar and seap and walnuts and 
pencils and pins. 

Farther, your ruilroads contribute 
each year more than $38,500,000 in taxes 
toward the support of local govern- 
ment in Los Angeles County, and more 
than $12,000,000 in California, (And 
in this connection, I suppose, and I say 
this with entire lack of enthusiasm, 
that we now face some additional taxes 
on the new passenger terminal facilities, 
the completion of which we celebrate 
here tonight.) 

To elose out these few remarks on 


the dollars-and-cents value of your rail- 
roads, I may say that your three rail- 
roads combined are the largest prop- 
erty owners and the jargest industry in 
Los Angeles, and, as sueh, have as vital 
an interest in the welfare of Los An- 
geles as any other element here. 


Rails Foster Industry 


In addition to values which may be 
expressed to some extent in money or 
material terms, the railroads have con- 
tributed greatly to the nation-wide and 
world-wide fame and good will of Los 
Angeles and California, through ad- 
vertising and solicitation, through the 
extremely low homeseeker and tourist 
fares of early days, and the low fares 
and rates of today. Your golden cli- 
mate and your golden oranges have had 
no more lyric and enthusiastic press 
agents than those of the railroads. 

But the greatest values of all that 
have been and: are being contributed 
by the railroads to Los Angeles lie in 
the transportation services rendered. 
The miracle of fast, refrigerated trans- 
port of California’s quarter of a rnillion 
vars of perishable fruits and vegetables 
with a flexibility and adaptability as 
to the nature of products and of mar- 
kets has brought a value that cannot be 
estimated, Los Angeles, here on the 
western rim of the continent, so far 
from its principal markets, is part of a 
tegion that is more dependent on ade- 
quate and dependable railroad service 
than any athor region in the world. Los 
Angeles, dependent on that service to 
overcome handicaps in distance in com- 
peting with other producing sections 
closer to major markets, could never 
have achieved its present greatness 
without railroad transportation, And, 
indeed, with memories of the inter- 
ruption ef service by the floods of a 
little more than a year ago still fresh in 
our minds, we must, all of us, realize 
that this community actually could not 
continue to live without railroad service. 


Service Keeps Pace 


And that service is constantly being 
improved. For the growing manu- 
facturing and jobbing center of Los 
Angeles the railroads have added in re- 
cent years pick up and delivery service 
for less than carload freight, coordi- 
nated with freight trains that run on 
passenger train schedules; that run so 
fast it is necessary to telegraph way- 
bills for the freight they carry. ‘This 
makes possible small inventories, saves 
money for manufacturer, wholesaler, 
and merchant, and generally quickens 
your ecommerce and trade. 

For travelers the rail lines offer the 
new boon of air-conditioned cars—a 
manufactured climate that rivals your 
own justly. celebrated climate, Stream-

Hned trains today speed north, east and 
south, as do special economy ‘trains, 
offering a variety of accommodations 
and prices to fit every taste and every 
pocket-book. We of the. railroads 
cherish your good will. We intend to 
continue to strive to merit it, in the 
mast practical way, with good service. 

We have entered a New Era of rail 
transportation; a Now Era of increased 
valucs for you who use the railroads. 

IT want to leave with you a final 
thought. That thought is simply this: 
Help the railroads to help you. Help 
the railroads carry forward this New 
Era of service. 

You can help in two ways. You, of 
course, know that the so-called railroad 
problem is now recciving consideration 
by Congress. Since the future growth 
and prosperity of Los Angeles is so de- 
pendent upon railroad transportation, 
it is imperative that everyone take an 
interest in the solution of the railroad 
problem; otherwise the alternative is 
government operation and ultimately 
government ownership. 


Stability Jeopardized 


You people of Los Angeles have, in 
my judgment, a greater stake than any 
other section of the country in seeing 
to it that the railroads of this country 
will never be operated or owned by the 
government. I previously stated that 
Los Angeles is so far removed from its 
principal markets that it is more de- 
pendent than any other region upon 
adequate and dependable railroad ser- 
vice. If you do not take the interest. 
that you should in seeing to it that the 
railroad problem is settled fairly and 
properly and government operation or 
ownership results, one of the many 
evils thaé will surely follow will be a 
never-ending struggle through political 
channels of the several sections of the 
country seeking advantage over others 
through favoritism in rates and other- 
wise; and in such a struggle the funda- 
mental interests of Los Angeles would 
certainly be adversely affected. There- 
fore, as to the ways in which you can 
help, first, use your influence to sea to 
it that Congress deals with the rail- 
roads and all other competing forms of 
transportation in a uniform manner. 

Now, in closing, let me mention the 
second way you can help the railroads. 
This is so direct, I fecl I should note as 
a preliminary that if we railroad people 
were not aggressive salesmen for our 
own wares, we would not be effective 
salesmen for Los Angeles and Cali- 
fornia. So I am taking advantage of 
the fact that we have here tonight a 
great gathering of customers and po- 
tential customers, to say that the value 
you. derive from your railroads will be 
in direct proportion to the use you 
make of them. To you, our good 
friends of Los Angeles and California, 
whether you be shipper or traveler, or 
both, the second way you can help us 
is to use your railroads!

$83,699 im Freight Tips: 


DOULars and cents value of tips turned in by einployes on 
prospective freight business is shown in a tabulation just 
made by the Freight Traffic Department covering the period 
of the Business-Getting Campaign from its inception nearly a 
year ago up to March 31 this year. Estimated gross revenue 
from sales actually made on employe tips during that period 
amounted .to $83,699. Successful tips during the first three 
months of this year accounted for $30,661 of the total amount. 
The traffic districts rated in the following order: Central, 
Arizona, New Mexico, Northern and Southern. 


Operating Resulfs: 


OR, the four months ended April 30, 

1939, Railway Operating Revenues 
of Southern Pacific Transportation 
System amounted to $63,566,793, or 
$3,780,022 more than the revenues 
for the same period of 1938, an in- 
crease of 6%. 

During the same period Railway 
Operating Expenses were $50,030,706, 
or $2,115,586 under expenses for the 
same period of 1938, a decrease of 4%. 

After deducting tax accruals of $5,- 
942,878, and net rentals for use of 
equipment and joint facilities totaling 
$3,313,987, there was left Net Railway 
Operating Income of $4,279,222, or a 
gain of $6,107,271 compared with the 
net railway operating loss for the 
same period of last year. 

Out of Net Railway Operating In- 
come, and Other Income consisting of 
dividends and interest on securities 
owned, rentals and miscellaneous in- 
come, must be paid the interest on 
bonds and equipment trust notes in 
the hands of the public, and other 
fixed charges. For the three months 
ended March 81, 1939, the income from 
all sources was not sufficient to cover 
the fixed charges, and the final result 
was a Net Loss of $4,327,218, which 
eomparcs with a net loss of $7,916,028 
for the first three months of 1938. No 
dividends have been paid since Jan- 
uary, 1982, The final results for the 
four months period of 1989, not avail- 
able as the Bulletin goes to press, will be 
shown next issue.

union terminal built by Southern Pacific, 
Union Pacific and Santa Fe gives Los 
Angeles one of the finest railroad passen- 
ger stations in America, Architecturally 
beautiful and typically Californian in 
aspect, the terminal is spacious and ultra- 
modern in every facility of equipment 
and design.

ERE are three “ways” of transportation 
—three routes by which freight may 
move. 


And it may interest you to know that only one 
“pays its way”—meets all its own costs. 


That one is the railroads. 


‘The railroads built their own roadways in the 
beginning, 


They pay out of their own pockets the entire cost 
of maintaining them, 


Beyond that, they pay taxes on them—taxes for 
support of schools, public health, the courts and 
other government activities for the general wel- 
fare, 


OF course, highway carriers pay taxes, too, but 
almost all of what they pay is spent on the high- 
ways they use, What's more, the total amount they 
pay is far less than their fair share of the costs 
of building and maintaining these roads. 


You may have been told that inland waterways 
are provided by nature, free of charge and ready 
to use. But the fact is, almost without exception, 
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that navigation on these waterways is possible 
only because of improvements and maintenance, 
paid for by taxpayers. And these subsidies amount 
to as much as or more than the total cost of 
moving by rail the same freight which now moves 
on these inland waterways. 


We bring this up for a simple reason! 


The. American railroads are regulated and re- 
stricted on the outworn theory that they are a 
“monopoly’—and at the same time they must com- 
pete with these other favored forms of transpor- 
tation, 


The railroads’ average revenue for hauling a ton 
of freight one mile is only about one cent—and 
nearly one-third of that goes to meet-the cost of 
providing and maintaining their roadways. 


‘The skill, enterprise and efficiency which make 
possible such a record are unsurpassed by any 
other fotm of transportation. 


All that railroads need, as far as government 
transportation policies are concerned, is a square 
deal with no favors cither for themselves or their 
competitors.
